Recent news iterris and broadcasts, principally 
by Mr. Fulton Lewis, Jr., point out certain Pro- 
Communist associations of a Mr. Norman Redlich, 
legal consultant to the commission you head investigating 
President Kennedy' s assassination. Also mentioned 
recently by Senator Karl Mundt was another by the 
name of Phillip Luce, also reportedly associated with 
your committee and, according to these reports, has 
been involved in certain activities that, if true, seem 
incredible to me that they are placed in such extremely 
sensitive positions. 


It is not my purpose or intent to pass judgment 
or criticize anyone's actions in these matters, but I 
would appreciate hearing from you on this matter as you 
know better than anyone else, the great interest each 
citizen has in the details of this tragic event.
